Prison for Perjurers.

Jones Tells His Story. 

“TI was taken inte custody about 3 
o'clock Monday morning and taken at 
once to the Hotel La Salle by Mr. Fjeming.

Sergeant Thomas Sheehan,” Jones told 
inguirers. I paid for my meals the first 
day, but after that they were pald for by 
someone else. 

“I wrote the note to Attorney Erbstein 
two days ago, but it was not until dinner 
time last evening that I had an opportu- 
nity to drop it from the window. When 
the waiter was busy with the dinner 
things and the detective was not watch- 
ing me I tied the note to a spoon and 
threw it out of the window.

WOUNDED POUR IN. 


“The American people have no con- 
‘ception of the terrible suffering in Europe 
or they would work even harder to help 
the Red Cross send hospital supplies, 
clothing. and money,“ said Mme. Ralph 
Erskine Goodlette, now at the Blackstone 
hotel on her way west. Mme. Good- 
lette recently left Bordeaux, where she 
joined the Red Cross and nursed the 
wounded men in the hospitals. 

The wounded—O, they pour in lifer- 
ally by thousands! she exclaimed. 
When I left there was still room in 
the hospitals, and plenty of supplies: but 
am told that in smaller places they 
are short—even short of chloroform for 
the operations. 


Refugees Pour In. 

“ 1 Was at Mordéaux, far trom tne front, 
but even there the suffering was great 
among the refugees. From Alsace-Lor- 
raine, from all the north of France, and 
especially from Belgium poured a steady 
stream of women, children, and old men— 
homeless, penniless, with no work and no 
hope. The poor Belgians were worst of all. 
They used to stand about the street 
corners. the most forlorn creatures I ever 
saw. The French people are kind to them. 
but I shudder to think what will happen 
when winter comes.

Dissolution Prescribed in New 
York Federal Court. 


JULY, 1919, IS LIMIT SET. 


+ Railroad. Must Shear Itself of Vast 


Holdings, 


New. York, Oct. 17.—The disintegration 
of the great railway, trolley, and steam- 
ship transportation monopoly, built up in 
New England during the last twelve 
years by the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad company is prescribed 
in detail by the decree filed today with 
the federal court by Attorney Genera: 
Gregory in the government's dissolution 
suit. 

Briefiy, the ratfircad trust must shear 
itself of vast holdings of trolley and 
steamship lines and must part with cer- 
tain railroads bought under ite dom- 
ination, including the Boston and Maine, 
forever, and by public auction if neces- 
sary. ; 


Subs'diaries to Trustees. 

The control of many of the New Hav- 
en's subsidiaries passes today, with the 
filing of the decree, from the road's di- 
rectors who have s0 long managed them, 
into the keeping of fifteen men, termed 
trustees, and acting aa officers of the fed- 
eral court. These men will rule these 
subsidiaries until such time as they are 
weaned, by sale, permanently, from New 
Haven domination. The time limit set 
for the final parting varies, but in no

i almost born in the streets, he is 
dirty and ragged, he has no home, no one 
cares for him, but he is not bad.” 

Thomas F. Scully, judge of the boys’ 
court, made this assertion tn reference to 
TS per cent of the boys who come into his 
court, in an address before the Irish Fel- 
lowship club at ite weekly luncheon yes- 
terday. 

* per cent of the boys ought 
never to be brought into the court. They 
have newer had a chance; they sleep in 
box cars and under sidewalks; they 
haven't enough to eat; they arent allowed 
in some partaof the city to play even base- 
ball in the streeta 


Police Station Only Haven, 
here is no place in the city for the 
homeless boy except the police station. 
All that most of these boys need is a word 
of friendliness; they aren't beggars; give 
them a chance and they make good on 
their own merits.” 

Under the dig brother” movement, 
the judge said, seventy-five boys were 
taken in charge by members of the Elk 
fraternity. Out of this number seventy- 
four made good.“ The seventy~ifth left 
town and has not been heard from. 

“TI am not in favor of organized chari- 
ties,” said Judge Scully. The boy gets 
the idea that he is to be cared for from the 
cradle to the grave. What he should have 
is a chance; business men, you members 
of this club, should give him a chance to 
work for himself.“ 


Poverty Cause of Delinquency, 

The boys of the street,” the judge as- 
gested, come from homes of drunkenness 
and poverty, and most of all, from situa- 
tions following divorce. 

„The dtvorce evil throws the boy on the 
Street, he said. Hia father and mother 
separate and ne does not receive proper 
care. He is not educated; he come’ to 
believe that no one cdres for him and 
consequently he doesn’t care for hinielf. 
He gets lonesome, and lonesomeness leads 
to evil. . 

“We are forced to send these boys, 
they become ‘ repeaters and are brought 
back two or three times, to the house of 
correction, but if we can help it we do 
not send them the first time. The house 
of correction never did a boy any good, 
and I am sure it has done much evil.” 

Judge Scully urged the necessity of an 
institution, not penal in nature, which 
would care for the boys temporarily while 
something was being done for them.

W. C. Robinson, a young eviator of 
‘Grinnell, Ia, yesterday broke the Amer- 
wan record for a continuous eeroplane 
flight by fying from Des Moines, Ta., to 
Kentiand, Ind., a distance of 876 milea, in 
four hours and forty-four minutes. 

His destination was Chicagp, but a wind 
and rain storm drove bim out of his course 
and he was lost for thrée hours above the 
clouds at a height of 7,500 feet. His sup- 
ply of gasoline gave out or he might have 
been able to continue his flight for a 
greater distance, 

Robinson left Des Motnes at 10:56 in the 
morning and elighted in Kentland at 82 
p. m. His filght was under the auspices 
of THE TRIBUNP and the Des Motes Capi- 
tal and hed the official sanction of the 
Aero club of America. He carried letters 
from the Des Moines Capital to Taz 
TRIBUNE and from business bouses of 
the lowa city to Chicago merchants. He 
plane to Hy to Chicago from Kentland 
this noon, 


Breaks American Record. 

The previous American record for con- 
tinuous flight was held by C. Murvin 
Wood, who flew from Westbury, L. I., to 
Gaithersburg, Md., a distance of 264 miles, 
in about four hours. The world record 
for a similar cross country flight was 
made by the late Roland Garros, the 
French aviator killed in the war, who flew 
across the Mediterranean from St. Raph- 
ael on the Riviera to Bizerta in Tunis, a 
distance of 588 miles, in 7 hours and 58 
minutes early this year. Robinson s flight 
is considered remarkable by local aero 
club members. 

Robinson intended to follow the tracks 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad from Des Moines through Grip- 
nell, Iowa City and Clinton in Iowa and 
then follow the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern tracks into Chicago. When he reached 
Clinton, however, he was forced to go way

Weather Fine at Start. 

„The sky was clear and beautiful when 
I left Des Moines, Robinson said. 1 
wae up about 5,000 feet at Grinnell, where 
the firet clouds appeared. I tried to steer 
clear of them, but they became heavier 
and darker as I few eastward. My course 
was due east. 

At Iowa City the clouds began to ap- 
pear below me, and soon they were 80 
dark I could hardly distinguieh the 
ground. 

“A etorm was raging below and ahead, 
To avoid it I ot the machine higher up, 
and soon I wae above the clouda I had 
been above the clouds before, but I never 
saw them so beautiful. 


Like Vast Sea of Ice. 

“The sight was like a vast sea of ice. 
Dazzling white clouds below me as far 
as I could see in every direction. Above 
me the sun was shining brilliantly. But 
it was cold. I carried no thermometer, so 
don't know what the exact temperature 
was, but I am sure it was near the freez- 
ing point. 

The light waa so intense from the sun- 
shine on the white clouds that it affected 
my eyes like snow blindness. 

The cold was sharp and intense and I 
felt it evem through my leather suit. The 
wind above the clouds came straight from 
the north. Below the clouds when I left 
that region it was blowing from the north- 
west. 


Driven from His Course. 

“Tt was a most wonderful sight. I 
i it must look like that in the 
po regions. I did my best to keep a 
due east course, but I had no landmarks 
to steer by and must have drifted to the 
south. I was above the clouds about 
three hours, the longest time I have been 
up that high. 

„At last I saw rifts in the clouds and 
during the last half hour I was up the 
clouds below me began breaking up and 
gave mea eight of the ground. My gaso- 
line ram out about thie time and I de- 
ascended slowly and found myself in Kent- 
land."

gangway, by Sir Gilbert Parker, Sir Arthur Hay- 
ter, Sir Henry Meysey. Thompson, and by the late 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, then leader of 
the liberal opposition and afterward prime min- 
ister. 

All of them had heard of Sir Frederick Carne 
Rasch’s serious illness and commented on his re- 
appearance and on his rapid recovery, while Sir 
Gilbert Parker actually leaned across the gangway 
to congratulate him on his supposed restoration 
to health, but obtained no response. 

Yet on the following day they learned that Sir 
Frederick had not been anywhere near Westmin- 
ster, but had been confined to his bed at fils coun- 
try home, still very il! and, above all, terribly de- 
pressed in spirit, at the very hour when they all 
four of them saw him perfectly plainly sitting in 
the house of commons.

Leaving aside the desire to travel and 
the wish to get business with its worries 
and cares well beyond one’s horizon, there 
are three principal reasons for the popu- 
larity of European spas: 
1. They have tradition. Some of them 
were resorts in the time of the Cresars. 
Others were household words tn the days 
of our childhood. We think for instance 
that must be unusually heipful, 
because it has always been. We uee the 
cure with faith born of our reverence. 
Bh — find that this eame quality operates 
to the advantage of certain springe in 
this country, For inetance, French Lick 
is #0 named because wild animals sought 
it out as a place in which they got the 
salt which they craved, Therefore it was 
first a famous hunting ground. The In- 
dians, having discovered the mineral 
springs, began its use as resort for the 
sick. When the French traveled in and 
out of. Vincennes and Terre Haute they 
heard of French Lick as an Indian resort, 
and carried their sick there. The troops 
stationed in the forts in the wilderness 
of the Mississippi valley continued the use 
of this place as a health resort. 
We are told that Saratoga Springs had 
much the same history. First it was a 
good hunting ground, where for some 
mysterious reason deer were always 
plentiful; then the diseovery of the tufa 
formation by the Indians and the develop- 
ment of the valley as an Indian health 
resort, Then a white man was led to the 
springs by friendly Indians and he car- 
ried to his people information of the 
health giving waters. The reputation of 
most n eprings goes back to the 
traditions of Indian 3 


2. tis Buropean spe spas of reputation are 
under governmental control. The nation- 
al government has a commission whose 
business it is to inquire into the merits 


‘of springs. None is allowed to offer its 


water until the government has given its 
sanction. 

This means that no half baked resorts 
are allowed to hurt the reputation of re- 
sorts in general. A geokegic survey of a 
resort region is made; the source of the 
water determined and precautions are 
taken to preserve the supply and to fore- 
fend the underground stream against 
pollution. 

For the control of the grounds in the 
vicinity of springs to the end that there 
shall not be pollution of the water by the 
ground in its immediate neighborhood, 
there are stringent rules and regulations. 
In resort towns there are well developed 
health departments, sewage, garbage dis- 
posal cleanliness of the premises, and 
general sanitation. The control of con- 
tagion and hygiene in general are much

Ibsen has a story entitled The Enemy 
of the People.“ It is the story of à physi- 
clan to a spring resort who finds that 
the waters are polluted. He tells the 
truth and saves the ultimate reputation 
of the place, for the faults are corrected. 
But the truth does temporary hurt and 
for this the stalwart, upright man, 
branded an enemy of the people, is cru- 
cified by those saved. 

The opportunity of becoming such an 
enemy of the people occasionally comes 
to the physicians who practice at crude, 
uncontrolled, though potentially helpful, 
resorts.

A good Illustration of the potentialities 
of the situation. can be shown by a study 
of radium waters in Europe and in 
America. 

When it was discovered that radium 
had medicinal as well as surgical uses, 
the Austrian government undertook to 
develop a cure at the radium works at 
Joachimsthal. 

It stimulated the building of a thor- 
oughly equipped bath establishment. It 
accurately measured the radium content 
of the water so that the strength of the 
bath in radium is prescribed for each 
group of patients. In consequence, the 
Joachimsthal baths became popular. 

In this country the interior department 
certifies that the Hot Springs water con- 
tains radium, but no information is ob- 
tainable as to the number of mache units 
in a fifty gallon bath.

way of bribes from embaseedors, signed or 
broke treaties, and lorded it over the em- 
press as though she were his slave, which 
she in fact was 

Catherine“ infatuation for him was gu- 
prem>. She neglected the Grand Duke Paul. 
Her only thought was for her lover. Am- 
bassadors had first to gain his favor by 
bribes. He even aspired to the throne 
itself. Meanwhile she had succeeded in 
placing her former lover, Poniatowski, on 
the throne of Poland, although it cost her 
in all 3,000,000 rubles to do it. About this 
time the maniac Ivan VI, was killed in hig 
prison by his soldier jailers just as a patri- 
otic fanatic heading an insurrection reached 
there to liberate him and proclaim him 
czar. This fanatic was beheaded. 

Catherine’s son Paul, was the image 
of his father, who had disowned him, 
and he came to be called “the ugliest 
man in an empire of ugly people.” On his 
part he heartily disliked his mother, even 
when he was a child. He had heard of how 
his father had died and he suspected his 
mother’s part in that death. Even at the 
age of 10, Hike a young Hamlet, he brooded 
and asked embarrassing questions of the 
courtiers. 

Catherine in many ways showed herself 
quite enlightened for a monarch. She de- 
came a patron of men of letters. She had 
Grimm, Voltaire, and Diderot, the French 
«neyclopedists, come to St. Petersburg at 
immense salaries with extravagant bonuses, 
to finish the encyclopedia which France had 
forbidden. She set them up in magnificent 
quarters and gave them carte blanche for 
their needs. She bought immense libraries, 
art galleries, and collections of curios. She 
vainiy offered D’Alembert 20,000 rubles a 
year to come and instruct her son. Dr. 
Dimsdale was brought from England to in- 
troduce inoculation in Russia. She estab- 
lished a hospital for him a d gave him a 
fee of 10,000 pounds and 2,000 for his ex- 
penses, besides a pension of 600 and the 
title of baron. 

She adopted the new French theories and 
revised the legal code of the empire great- 
ly to the advantage of the people. She en- 
praised for thie iff certain quarters, but 
when the French revolution broke out, in 
her old age, she reacinded her laws, and 
sternly repressed the things which she had 
before encouraged.

Orloff Temporarily Supplanted. 

Orloff's supremacy over her went on un- 
checked, They had three children, but 
Gregory never relented in his overbearing 
manner to her. Nor was he faithful to her, 
and hig treason at last becoming too appar- 
ent te overlook, she took lover number five, 
a sublieutenant in the guards, by name of 
Vassiiteshkof, a youth about half her age, 
but modest and not at all like Orloff. Be- 


‘fore thes latter knew he was supplanted 


the new favorite was loaded with presents 
and held several rich positions. Orloff was 
deprived of all his offices and told to go 
abroad. He was allowed 150,000 rubles a 
year, 100,000 to furnish a house, and given 
100,000 serfs. 

But she feared that Orloff, who had over 
2,000,000 rubles of his own and had bribed 
over 1,0% of her guards, might depose her 
in favor of her son. So she relented and 
let him return to court, where he and hig 
amiable successor agreed to get along 
peacefully together. 

Catherine selected a bride for her son. 
This was Princess Wilhelmina of Hesse- 


Darmstadt. a plain, plump dameel, of whom 


the British ambassador said he had “rarely 
beheld a young person less favored by na- 
ture.” It took her only three months to 
renounce Lutheranism and become a mem- 
ber of the Greek church. 

A year after her marriage she gave birth 
to a dead child and the doctors said she 
could never bear children. This would not 
do for a wife of the grand duke, and by 
Catherine's orders the wife’s doctors put 
her to death. 

The new victim selected was Princess 
Sophia of Wurttemberg, Frederick's niece. 
She was taken from her betrothed, the 
Prince of Hesse- Darmstadt, and giver. to 
Paul. She was rechristened Maria Feodor- 
oyna. She became the mother of four sons 
and five daughters. 8

Her Lovers Accumulate. 

Catherine's reign proceeded amid great 
pomp. She gave the most splendid enter- 
tainments and lavished money on every- 
thing which would conduce to the glory of 
her court, which became the center of riot- 
ous gayety and attracted to it philosophers, 
artists, musicians, and writers. In lees than 
two years her lover Vaselltshkof was sent 
away to be governor of Moscow and given 
1,100,000 rubles. His successor, number 
six, was Gregory Patioomkin, whose reign 
as favorite cast that of OrloT quite in the 
shade. With but one eye, Orloff had 
knocked the other out, he was poor of body 
and habitually dirty, but Catherine declared 
to Grimm, to whom she continually de- 
ecribed the charms of each lover she took, 
that she was “crazy over him.” 

She made him her general alde-de-camp 


last, however, he found himself outdone and 
his place taken by number seven, a man 
named Zavadovski, * ho had been a prompt 
er in the court theater. . 
Patioomkin was not to be put off so easily, 
however, and he boldly entered her drawing 
room and by force of his influence regained 
hig place. Zavadoveki after a year and a 
half was deposed, his fall being eased with 
the gift of an estate with 10,000 serfs and

and was taught French. He died at the 
age of 26. Catherine said that she never 
could be happy again. 

Three months later number eleven ap- 
peared, a lieutenant named Yermolof, who, 
after sixteen months was dismissed, She 
had given him 150,000 rubles, two estates, 
and 3,000 serfs. Wearying of men whe 
could scarcely write their names, she next 
selected number twelve, Momonof, a lin- 
guist, poet, and dramatist, who could 
sketch, dance, and sing. He was just Lan- 
ekoi’s age. He got her in debt 56,000,000 
rubles and betrothed himself to a maid of 
honor. 

Last of all came number thirteen, Plato- 
subof, a lieutenant, aged 22. @ most in- 
sufferable coxcomb, who carried his dandy- 
lam to the ultimate limit. But during all 
these favorites Patioomkin ruled the empire. 
He conquered the Crimea and added mil- 
lions of subjects to the realm. He lived in 
a magnificence which made that of the 
Caesars or Louis XIV. look shabby by com- 
parison.

Follows Elizabeth’s Example. 

The same treatment which Catherine and 
Peter had received from Elisabeth, Grand 
Duke P.ul and his duchess received from 
Catherine. Their children were taken from 
them as soon as born and were not re- 
turned for a long time. They were spied 
upon and subjected to indignities. They 
Were subject to the capricious will of the 
empress. While she showered fortunes on 
her favorites, her son and his wife lived on 
a pittance. They were virtually prisoners. 
All this quickened the hate Paul felt for 
his mother. Finally she allowed him more 
liberty and he indulged the same passion 
for his toy army that had possessed his 
father, 


The detested soldiers whom the Russians 
so hated were drilled every hour, and Paul 
spent his days and nights fussing over 
childish details of uniforms or maneuvers. 

Any stranger wearing a round hat was 
arrested as a Frenchman. Paul was in- 
tensely jealous of his wife. He forbade 
her to Speak to any man unless he were 
present. He made her attend many of his 
reviews, sometimes sitting for hours in the 
sun or rain. His insanity grew upon him 
every year and his excesses became un- 
bearable to the Russians, Who avoided him 
whenever they could. His ill-treatment of 
his sons was like that meted out to his 
wife, and the boys could not but show that 
they hated him, while they felt pity for the 
demented man. Alexander, the elder, was 
of a quiet and studious disposition, but the 
second, Constantine, was turbulent and hard 
to manage. Alexander had been secretly 
selected by Catherine as her successor, and 
it ig thought that Paul had some hint of 
this, for he treated the son with great 
severity. 

i The empress picked out brides for these 
boys. Loulsa of Baden-Dourlach was the 
selection she made for Alexander, and in 
1793 they were married. She took the name 
of Eligabeth Alexievna. Constantine was 
wedded three years later to Julia of Saxe- 
Coburg. She was called Anna Feodorovna.

New Czar Feared and Hated. 


In that same year, 1796, Catherine died. 
and Paul, hardly waiting until she was 
dead, rummaged among her papers until he 
found that which proclaimed Alexander her 
successor, and destroyed it. No sooner 
had he assured himself of his position than 
he began a course of overturning every- 
thing which could remind Russia of what 
his mother had been. His detested guards 
took possession of the city and got giori- 
ously drunk. Paul promoted their petty of- 
ficers to be generals in the army. He ex- 
humed his father’s bones and buried them 
beside Catherine, first making Orloff and 
others of his mother’s favorites watch the 
bodies day and night for six weeks. The 
men were then banished from court. He 
smashed the mausoleum Catherine had 
erected over the remains Of Patioomkin. 

The Russian army had to don the hated 


Paul might escape they took his official 
scart and with it choked out the maniacs 
life. 

The tact that he had ascended the throne 
through the murder of hie father cast « 
gloom over Alexander which never left 
him while he lived. Always moody, myati- 
eal, and introspective as a boy, these quali- 
ties intensified after he became emperor, 
Uniike hig father, who detested everything 
savoring of constitutional freedom, Alex- 
ander strove to lessen the burdens of his 
people. He promulgated liberal measures 
and even went so far in his republicanism 
that Metternich suspected him of being a 
Jacobin. Later in his reign he fell under 
reactionary influences and rescinded most 
of his liberal laws. 

When peace was established after Water- 
loo the mysticism of Alexander was - 
parent in the part he played in forming the 
holy alliance, He had fallen under the spell 
of a strange woman, the Baroness de 
Krüdner, a romantic seeress, who was a 
pupil of Swedenborg. She had trances and 
visions, and was moved by “the voice,” 


which she believed was no other than Jesus 


Christ. Alexander attended private seances 
she gave at Paris, Heidelberg, and else- 
Where. She had, he believed, prophesied the 
fall of Napoleon before the Russians and 
other things of importance. It was through 
her influence that Alexander's proclama- 
tions took on such a tone of religion. He 
attributed all his success to God. 

He ultimately brought the king of Prus- 
sia and the emperor of Austria to see things 
through the same mystical light as himself 
and the promulgation of the holy alliance 
went out to the world with their signa- 
tures. It proclaimed the sovereignty of 
Christ on earth, and proposed the dismem- 
berment of the Ottoman empire. The 
mutual relations of these sovereigns were 
to be guided by the truth of religion, the 
precepts of justice, charity, and peace.”

Alexander’s End a Mystery 


This alliance, of course, came to naught 
from a political point of view, and Alex- 
ander was obliged by sterner influences 
than those of Mme. De Kriidner to resort 
to repressive measures quite at variance 
with the principles of the alliance. He for- 
bade the importation of any books of lib- 
eral tendencies, and the universities were 
forbidden to teach science or any liberal 
arta. The czar became more and more re- 
served and melanchvly., e shut himself 
up as if weary of the world. As his end 
approached he sent away his mistress and 
tried to win back the affection of his wife, 
from whom he had been estranged. He was 
still further plunged into melancholy by the 
death of an illegitimate daughter whom he 
greatly loved. 

His. wife, too, fell in and he accompanied 
her to the eouth. While in the Crimea he 
learned of an attempt to assassinate him. 
From there, on Nov. 10, 1825, word was 
sent out that he had died. There was a 
report that he had been assassinated and 
this was believed by many, but many more 
believed that he was not dead but had vol- 
untarily disappeared. It was well known 
that he dad long wished to abdicate. Many 
years after there died at Tomsk a hermit 
who was believed ty have been the old 


Whatever the truth of this, he was suc- 
ceeded as czar by hig brother Nicholas, whe 
hed marrieg the daughter of Frederick 


posed the imperial government. He used 
the church and the army for his persecu- 
tions of the Jews and the Finns. He dis- 

ed hostility toward Germany and fa- 


Lored the French Whenever he could. He 


died Nov. 1, 1894.

Taught by Reactionary. 

His eldest son, Nicholas II., the present 
ruler, succeeded him. He was born May 138, 
1868, and he received his education, like his 
father, under M. Probedonostsev, probably 
one of the most reactionary of teachers the 
empire had produced, Unlike his prede- 
¢essors, Nicholas II. had tastes other than 
for military life, although, of course, he bad 
training in the army. His inclinations are 
essentially domestiq. The ezarina was the 
Princess Alix of Hesse, a granddaughter of 
Queen Victoria. His reign began most in- 
auspiciously, for, at the coronation 2,000 
spectators were killed through an accident. 

Those who had hoped for an era-of lib- 
eral administration under the new czar 
were doomed to be disillusioned, for at the 
outset t his reign he informed a deputa- 
tion of nobles from every part of the em- 
pire, who came to pay him homage, that 
they must forever banish from their minds 
all dreams of political liberties, He had in-

upon him at the time of the conflict with 
Japan. Another influence which controls 
him is said to be that of a mysterious 
monk, Rasputin, who was stabbed about the 
time the present war broke out. 

As Alexander I. believed he was directed 
by God to establish peace in the world, go 
his great-grandson believed the same 
power commanded him to found The Hague 
tribunal. This did not prevent the spirits 
from driving him subsequently into war. It 
may be that like influences induced him te 
allow the awful massacres of the Jews at 
Nishner and elsewhere which have drenched 
the empire in bieod and left a stain upon 
Russia which centuries will not efface,

Autocracy Rules the Empire. 

There is no doubt that Nicholas II. has 
good impulses, but his vacillating spirit and 
the power of reactionary tradition paralyze 
his will ant cause him to reverse his de- 
cisions. This is seen in his establishment 
of the duma after he had told the nobiles 
that they need never expect political liber. 
tles. Then witness his dispersion of that 
body by his soldiers when the members at- 
tempted to carry out the purpose for which 
they had assembled. .

Fits Gerald seems to add his opinion to the other writers 
vy giving the honor to Henry Carey, who was the com- 
poser’ of “Sally in Our Alley.” ’ 

It is said that it was written between the years 1736 
and 1740, and was first heard in public at a dinner given 
in celebration of the taking of Portobello by Admiral 
Vernon. During the banquet, when all were rejoicing, 
Carey stood and sang “ God Save the King,” and the peo- 


ple all clapped and shouted their approval. 


As further proof that it was the work of Henry 
Carey we have the testimony of J. Christopher Smith, 
who was the secretary for the musician Handel, and 
who sald that Mr. Carey came to him and asked him to 
help in * correction of the bass notes, and Mr. Smith 
said he helped Mr. Carey arrange the bass in harmony. 

We sometimes think it strange ‘that we hear it 
sung in so many different countries, but the hymn was 
universally popular and appealed to many differént na- 
tions. In 1790 a clergyman named Heinrich Harries 
wrote a national hymn for the German empire in eight 
verses, to the tune of God Save the King“ in celebra- 
tion of the birth of Christian VII. of Denmark. Three 
years later the words were written for Prussia by B. 
G. Schumacher, and it was used by Frederick William 
II. and adopted by the Prussian court. 
written and used for a time as the state hymn of Rus- 
sia until Czar Nicholas, wishing the Russians to have 
their own hymn, gave an order to Lweff, who wrote 
the Russian national hymn, God Preserve the Czar.” 

We Americans know the popularity of the song, for 
the words were rewritten for us by the Rev.. Samuel 
Francis Smith, and it has become our national hymn, 
“ America.” 

The original second verse, as given today, hag been 
severely criticised and other verses have been written 
and used from time to time. Travelers who have just 
returned to America tell us that the troops today are 
singing only the first and last verses as they march to 
the War. 

How we wish that all the nations of today could 
sing together the words which were written by our own

ERD are a couple more letters on 
the topic of beads made of flow 
ers, concerning which we have 
had other communications. These 
give further interesting lights on 

the question as to whether or not the 
beads referred to are really made of the 
actual blossoms: 

“I have received so much help from the 
Corner that I would like to contribute 
my mite towards its usefulness. I wish 
to speak of the lower beads. Here some 
of us have been experimenting and we 
have found that all the white and pale 
when ground for the paste, just as the 
rose lea ves do. Some of the flowers made 
simply messes that we could not even 
mold, and no dyes I ever heard of could 
turn the brown masses back inte their 
original colors. If any one wishes to try 
let her crush some flowers in her ngen 
and watch the petals turn brown. The 
only flowers that retained their colors 
were the dark red geraniums, and they 
made a port of brick red paste. So I feel 
sure the beads of commerce must be 
dough beads, dyedand perfumed. Other- 
‘wise it i6 a secret process that no one 
seems to know. Maus. M. C. D.“ 

This ie an inteersting and helpful let - 
ter. 

I noticed recently that some one spoke 
of the paste beads seen so much nowa- 
days and said they were from real blos- 
soma. This must be a joke, for no one 
is going to be so foolish as to let the 
orange blossoms be cut from an orange 
orchard to make beads. I have made too 
many rose beads myself not to know that 
it is impossible to grind any kind of blos- 
soms in a grinder without giving them 
a color that could not be changed except 
to black, as the rose beads. Look at the 
lavender blossoms, for instance. How 
long would it take to gather enough of 
those tiny blossoms to make a single 
string of beads, to say nothing of the 
pounds of the paste which would be re- 
quired to make all that are sold? Here 
is a recipe which was given me for the 
so-called flower beads: Put one part of 
orris root to two of cornstarch and mix 
with this gum tragacanth. Put all into a 
teacup at night and pour in boiling water 
enough to moisten it to a paste. In the 
morning mix the ingredients and they 
will be ready to mold into beada Use 
any color you wish to tint them.

This recipe differs a trifie from the 
others we have had given us for salt or 
cornstarch or flour beads. None t the 
others has contained orris root or pow- 
der. The testimony seems pretty con- 
elusive that flower beads” is merely a 
descriptive or trade name and does not 
mean that the beads are made of the real 
blossoms, unless it may be in the case of 


the rose beads. These are genuine and 
have the unmistakable perfume of roses, 
but their color is always either black or 
dark brown if they are made of the 
genuine fowers. .

Flowers or Corn Starch. 


A number of letters have come to me 
in reply to the request for information 
as to making the so-called flower beads, 
and I have selected from among them 
such as I believe will be of most value 
to cg” readers. 

The flower beads sold in the stores 
are made of wood and paper pulp. mixed, 
dyed, and perfumed with all of rose, vio- 
let, jessamine, or lilac. Genuine rote 
beads may be made by picking fresh rose 
petals and beating them to a pulp in @ 
mortar with a pestle. They may then 
be formed by measuring in a coffee spoon 
or a thimble and rolling in the fingers te 
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I have forgotten how to make the violet 
beads, but if any one wishes the formula 
I can get it from my sister. Perspiration 
will soften them, so care must be taken 
that they do not melt. Maus. M. XK.“ 
“TY see that Curious asks concerning 
beads. I, too, am a lover of beads, and 
have seen some of those euch as she de- 
scribes, but they were not corrugated, as 
she states, I found how they were made. 
They are not composed of flowers, as they 
would certainly discolor and become 
black, as the beautiful rose beads do. 
These beads which Curious describes 
are made of corn starch and salt, end 
then colored with the egg dyes in lovely 
ehades of yellow, green, violet, and rose 
pink. I presume they are then artificially 
perfumed. I can and have made many 
dozens of strings of them for gifts. They 
are easily made, and the cost is almost 
nothing. I will giadly give her the in- 
formation as to making them if she will

“In answer to Curious I wish to say 
that I have a friend who makes beads of 
genuine flowers—pink of carnations, 
sweet peas, pink roses, Sta.] white ones 
of orange blossoms, purple of violets 
and heliotrope; green of sweet scented 
leaves.

Who shall decide when experts dis- 
agree? One correspondent states author- 
ttatively that she knows these beads to 
be made with flowers; another declares 
that they are prepared from corn starch 
and salt, directions for which have pre- 
viously been given in this column more 
than once; still a third asserts they are 
composed of wood and paper pulp, whilea 
correspondent whose letter I have not 
given sends me a newspaper recipe fur- 
nishing directions for compounding 
them from bread crumbs, vegetable col- 
oring matter, and perfume. Apperently 
Curious is no nearer a positive reply 
to her query than at first. For my own 
part, I am inclined to question if the 
beads are actually made of flowers, and 
very sure that the colored ones are arti- 
ficially tinted and perfumed. The string 
of black California rose beads which I 
have worn for a number of years keep 
their odor as they did at first, but I am 
afraid the delicate hued and scetited 
flower beads sold so generally now would

Next door to the Morgan mansion is the 
celebrated Morgan library, that shrine 
which the late J. P. Morgan built for 
himself and his chiefest treasurers.

Here are gathered the rarest speclmens 
of art, of ancient books, missals and 
fine bindings, bronzes, paintings, tapes- 
tries, and other treasures that unlimited 
money and great taste could buy.

The entrance hall to the library is a 
stately marble anteroom with an exquisite 
bronse bust by Benvenuto Cellini stand- 
ing on a pedestal in thecenter.

To the right is the main room of the U- 
brary, where thousands of the world’s 
choicest ancient books stand on the 
shelves protected byiron grillwork. Two 
exquisite lapis lazuli columns are on 
either side of the great stone chimney 
piece.

ETWEEN O and 40 o’elock these | 


October evenings the twins of the 
heavetis, Castor and Pollux, en- 
ter by the northeast way. They 
are part of a tremendous procession of 
the stars which oecupy the winter sky 
and which make their appearance late 
in the evening in the fall, just as the fall- 
ing leaves open up wider windows for 
view of the heaven. 

Orion's stars, Rigei and Beteilgeuse, 
Capella, Algol, the winking demon, Alde- 
baran, the Phelades, and Castor and Fel- 
uk are of thie bright company. Even 
now if you are awake two or three hours 
after midnight you may see the winter 
stars above, Orion fairly striding across 
the sky with hig elub in the air. 

The return of these stars is a sign of 
the coming of frost. They come with the 
juncos and arise as the leaves color and 
drop. 

Castor and Pollux are easily identified. 


‘They arise about the same time that 


Rigel and Betelgeuse in Orion come up 
but they are much farther north. The 
twins are about four and a half degrees 
epart, a little less than the distance be- 
tween the two pointers in the Big Dipper. 

Pollux is brighter than Castor. It is 
the only first magnitude star in the con- 
steliation of the twins, but has not al-

It is not until November that the two 
Stars take their place prominently and 
conspicuously in the sky, and then Castor 
leads the way. Later, when they come to 
the meridian, about eight months later, 
Pollux, having a shorter course to run,

Roman sailors thought the twins had a 
beneficent effect. on weather, and for this 
reason they were worshiped by seagoing 
folk. In the spring, when the winter com- 
peny of the two has gone down below the 
western horizon, Castor and Pollux re- 
main conspicuous, the more so because 
of their new isolation. Orion has rele- 
tion to winter storms, the Hyades are 
“rainy,” and most of the winter 
suns have association with inclemency 
When the placid days of spring come 
Castor and Pollux seem to be relieved 
from malign mfivence to exert all their 
pcowers Ror ‘Soir woot.

Mrs. Campbell, Worried, 


Plays in “Pygmalion.” 


By Burns Mantle. 


Ew YORK.—(Special Correspondence.I— Mrs. Pat- 
rick Campbell is n tue actress manager —an actress 
of distinction among the women of her profession 
ahd a born manager on the stage as well as off it. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that before she left Eng- 
land she should courageously send her new husband, the 
Hon. George Cornwallis West, off to war, write ber only 
son to come home and do his part of the fighting, as his 
father (killed in the Boer war); had done before him, and 
then calmly seek to do her own part to relieve her men 
folk of all worry concerning her by coming to America to 
continue her season’s work. 

That she is not happy is plain. There was a note of 
sadness in her voice Monday night when she made the de- 
manded speech of thanks. Nor has the success of “ Pyg- 
malion” this week relieved her interviews of their sugges- 
tion that her mind is worried and her heart heavy. 

But this condition does not prevent her from playing 
Bernard Shaw’s comedy with a comic spirit that has sur- 
prised most of her local critics. The role, as you will 
member, is that of Eliza Doolittle, who sold flowers in 
Tottenham court road and was so “deliciously low” and 
so wonderfully dirty that she appealed instantly to a cer- 
tain eccentric professor of phonetics who stopped to speak 
with her. 

Her cockney speech was both blasphemous and beautiful 
and he gave her a five pound note out of gratitude for 
the pure joy of listening to her talk. She took the money, 
rode home gayly in a taxi, and next day called on the pro- 
fessor to ask him please to make her talk like a dy“ 
so that she might open a shop. The novelty of the propo- 
sition appealed to him, and, dared to the test by a fellow 
scientist, he agreed not only to make Eliza talk like a 
“ lidy,” but to act like @ duchess as well. And do the job 
so thoroughly that within six months she could be passed 
off as a real duchess at a Buckingham garden party. 

Under the glare of top lights Mrs. Campbell does put 
rather a matronly figure back of Eliza’s bouncing person- 
ality. But so admirably is she qualified for the task men- 
tally and artistically that the physical handicap is soon 
forgotten. 

Elisa becomes a member of the professor’s household. 
Within four months she is introduced at an at home given 
by the professor’s mother, where she gets along beautifully 
so long as she confines herself to remembering not to drop 
her “h’s” and talks only of the company’s health und the 
weather. But when they thoughtlessly bring up the sub- 
ject of influenza and Eliza recalls the death of an aunt by 
that dread malady, in spite of all the gin they could pour 
inte the afflicted soul, she becomes rather seriously in- 
volved, 

In six months the wager is won, and the sham duchess 
is formally presented to the king’s own set. Then develops 
the suggestion of romance which bas so greatly surprised 
the Shaw enthusiasts. The able satirist of conventional 
human emotions does not, as other playwrights who have 
toyed: with the same Cinderella theme have done, boldly 
cast Eliza at the head of the unsuspecting professor.

HORTLY after the outbreak of the 
pan - - Buropean war . dispatches 
from Berlin conveyed the informa- 
tion that Keiser Wilhelm had re- 
vived the Order of the Iron Crose and was 
decorating certain officers and soldiers 
who had distinguished themselves on the 
French frontier with the insignia of the 
noble order, The militant crown prince 
was one of the first Germen officers to re- 
ceive the coveted badge of honer. His 
father, who hitherto had tried to hold the 
crown prince’e warlike tendencies in 
check, had deemed the son’s activities 
around Mets worthy of recognition. 

To many the revival meant nothing, for 
it had never existed to their knowledge. 
There is little written about it. Never- 
theless it is one of the oldest military 
honor legions in existence. 

Although it ts recorded that on March 
10, 1618, Frederick William II. founded 
the Order of the Iron Cross, the origin 
of the legion dates back to the Crusades. 

During the siege of Acre, in 1100, Bar- 
bsrossa's army of the crudes was at 4 
disadvantage in comparison. with the 
Templars and the Hospitallers,.ae the 
English and French army orders were 
called.

After 
a while the order acquired so much honor 
that the emperor allowed the members of 
it to add the imperial eagle to their 
arms, and St. Louls granted them the 
fleur-de-lis.

HE staggering destruction of motor 


mediums in the European war sone 

means the creation of a tremen- 

dous market abroad for American 
bullt heavy duty vehicles, according te 
John N. Willys, builder of the Garford 
and Willys-Utility trucks. Having. re- 
cently returned from the seat of difficul+ 
ties, Mr. Willys is in close touch with the 
situation. th 
The cessation of hostilities in Europe 
will find all of the countries now at war 
entirely without adequate transportation 
facilities,” declares Mr. Willys. ‘‘ The 
wholesale destruction of motor vehicles is 
rapidly decreasing the number of cars 
and trucks on the continent. 

“ Great numbers of horses are being 
slaughtered daily and every available ani- 
mal already is in army service. There 
will be a shortage of Jhorses among the 
many commercial enterprises of Hurope, 
and abnormally high prices will be de- 
manded for the few left at the close of 
the war. | 

“In addition, many continental rail- 
roads have been deliberately put out of 
commission to prevent their use or seizure 
by the enemy. Bridges bave been blown 
up, roadbeds destroyed, and much of the 
rolling stock crippled beyond repair. 

Motor trucks have proven themselves 
invaluable in transporting supplies and 
ammunition and in contributing towards 
the rapid movement of troaps, but no
